this city. The Narragansett began to sink, 
but caught fire almost immediately, and was 
burned to the water’s edge. The damage te 
the Stonington is not very great. There were 
about 300 or 350 passengers on. beard 
the Narragansett. Of ge 20 6 are. 
positively known to have been saved, 
leaving about 50 to 100 to be accounted 
for. In the way of damages caused by the 
disaster, and without including prost ese 
damages to be decided in all tikelihoed in 
courts of law, the amount can hardly fall 
short of $500,000. In explanation of the un- 
certainty as to the number of lives lostit 
may be said that no complete list is kept of 
the passengers on board one of this class of 
vessels. An imperfect list is usually made 
out containing the names of those who have 
hired staterooms, and s@ch a list was made 
out of 

THOSE ON BOARD THE ILL-FATED 
Narragansett. According to the statement 
of the Purser, however, this list went down 
with the ship, and there was a kind of help- 
less ignorance shown by the Steamship 
pany’s officers yesterday, which forbade 
frustrated inquiry as to the exact data. It 
seems the collision oceurred. while a thick 
heavy fog overhung the Sound, but the testi- 
mony seems to be overwhelming that the 
Governmental regulations for blowing fog- 
whistles were violated, and to this violation 
the disaster is attributed. An official in 
quiry is, however, to be made.

The Narragansett sailed from the pier in 
this city Friday afternoon at 4:30. o'clock, 
She was commanded by Capt. W. S. Young, 
who took her out on this occasion for the 
first time.

* HE DROWNING MEN AND WOMEN. 
The men worked with a will, which made 
up in some degree for the lack of discipline. 
But other and more effective aid was at hand. 
Capt. Lanphear, of the City of New York, 
bound trom New London to this city, sighted 
the burning steamer, and bore down upon 
the disabled vessel. The boats of the City of 
New York were soon in the water, officered 
and manned by sailors who understood their 
work and did it heartily. For an hour and a 
half the boats flouted around among the 
drowning passengers whose struggles in 
the water were made visible by the 
light of the burning steamer, and the 
work of resene was not given up 80 
long as a head was to be seen or a cry for 
help heard. Women were pulled into the 
boats by the hair of their heads when they 
were just ready to give up the battle, and 
men who thought themselves strong fell 
down apparently lifeless on the decks of the 
Stonington and City of New York after be- 
ing rescued.

Some oné cut the boat loose, and it was 
pushed off from the burning steamer to avoid 
beime swamped by passengers who were 
swimming about, supported by life-preservers 
or pieces of furniture, and filling the air with 
cries for help. The boat was pulled out, and 
within a short time the Narragansett sunk, 
leaving total darkness on the water. The 
boat remained out for a while, Wilcox judged 
about tliree hours,when,feeling the approach 
of a coming storm, he urged the men to pull 
for the steamer Stonington, which was still 


blowing her whistle, as the only hope to 
-escape being upset. They did so, and were 


saved. The boat’s load, ineluding Witeox, 
numbered thirteen ;. three of them, he thinks, 
were of the crew of the Narragansett. Wil- 
cox did not learn the name of any person 
in the boat. 
ANOTHER STATEMENT, 
that of a passenger, made to the reporter of 
the Providence Journal, says: The passen- 
ger was lying on a lounge in the Captain's 
room, when he heard three whistles of an 
approaching steamer, which sounded as if 
over his head, and in an instant the collision 
occurred. The Narragansett fell away about 
a quarter of a mile, and soon the alarm of 
fire was given. The flames blazed so flerce- 
ly and spread so rapidly that the passengers 
were obliged to leap over from the hurri- 
eané deck into the water, and were seen in 
every direction clinging to seats and life- 
preservers. The damaged steamer, Stoning- 
ton, moved up by the light of the burning 
vessel, and fully 300 persons were rescued. 
This passenger estimates the number of lost 
at fifty. The Glerk of the Narragansett 
PLACED THE NUMBER AT THIRTY. 

W. D. Bock, of Pittsburg, and John Welch, 
of Milwaukee, are saved. The Rev. Dr. 
Lock wood, who died after being taken from 
the water, was on his first trip West. 

The purser of the Narragansett stated that 
there were not more than 300 passengers on 
board the boat, and that the loss eannot ex- 
ceed fifty, as it is known more than 30 were 
brought to this city, and large numbers were 
taken back to Stonington. It ts also known 
that 2 schooner which came up sent out 
boats and picked up several people. 

A passenger and a naval cadet were swim- 
ming abo for over an hour before they 
were picked up. 

One young man was seen to deliberately 
shoot himself when the cries of “ Fire!” and 
that the boat was sinking were raised. The 
report of a pistol was also heard in another 
direction. 9 

A deck-hand of the Narragansett says he 
jumped overbeard as soon as the collision 
took place. ahd clung to a broken spar. He 
saw a boat lowered from the Narragansett 
overturned, and the occupants, he thinks, 
were all drowned. 

It is said that in five minutes after the col- 
lision there were five feet of water in the 
Narragansett,and in ten minutes the steamer 
had burned to the water’s edge. 

HEARTRENDING SCENES. 

The seenes subseqnent to the collision are 
described as heartrending. A boat’s crew dis- 
covered an old lady struggling in the water, 
and when they pulled to where she was it 
was discovered that she clasped an 8-monthis- 
old infant, her grandchild, closely to her 
breast. Both were picked up. 

The collision, fira, and sinking of the Nar- 
ragansett occurred within such a short time 
that many in their rooms who were asleep 
at the time must have been lost. The shrieks 
and cries of terror of the men as well as the 
women were terrible. 

CLARENCE LEONARD. 

Clarence Leonard and wife, recently of 
Booth’s Theatre, were passengers on the 
Narragansett. Leonardsays: At the time 
of the collision the lights were out. He 
cried! “Bor God's sake, light , that I 
may save my wife!“ Somebod d light 
the gas, and just then aman rus through 
the saloon shouting, “Put on your life 
preservers?” With some difficulty we 
found two in the room, and tried 
to fasten them to our bodies. but, 
being without proper fastenings, when we 
got into the water they were more of an 
impediment than use. They worked over 
our heads and were no support; but finally 
we managed te get hold ef the ropes of the 
liferaft and were lifted upon it, The raft 
was 80 crowded. that my wife faluted. She 
was kept cramped on her knees for some 
time. Dozens of persons were clinging to 
the ropes around the rafts, and making fran- 
tic efforts to get uponit. The raft was six 
inches under water through the weight of 
the persons Clinging to it. The raft was 
finally towed by a fow-Doat to the City of 
New York. ; 

Leonard speaks in strong terms against 
the conduct of the officers and crew of the 
Narragansett. Iie says the Captain was one 
of the first to enter the life-boat. A Mrs. Os- 
borne thréw her @year-old child from the 
main deck tohim, and then jumped for the 
same boat and was rescued. She had noth- 
ing on but her night-clothes, and 

THE CHILD WAS NAKED. 

The shrieks of the dying and the pleadings 
of those in the water for assistance was 
something never to be forgotten. 

A lady passenger on the City of New York 
said when she saw the Narragansett the ves- 
sel was ail in flames. We heard screaming; 
oh! such screaming! It seemed as if it never 
would end. It came from the boats, and from 
the water, and everywhere. Everywhere 
were people floating with life-preservers, 
moaning and crying out in despair. Some of 
the poor wretches drifted by us out of hear- 
ing, and their cries that were lost in the dis- 
tance wrung our hearts. We could not help 
them. Our boats came and went, bringing 
ads of men, Women, and children, pieked 
upfrom both vessels, There were altogether 
about 150 of them. ‘They said there were as 
many lost. Some had lost their wives, and 
some their clfldren or their husbands, and 

THEIR MISERY WAS HEARTRENDING. 
Some of the children rescued were stark 
naked, while very few of the women had 
anything on but their undergarments.” 

It is sald the officers did not let the passen- 
gers know the true state of affairs, and many 
women were induced by them to return to 
their staterooms, thereby losing time and 
likely lives, 

The disaster caused Intense anxiety in this 
clty and throughout New England, where 
the passengers in general belonged, 

Mr. Leonard adds: A deck-hanhd in a Ufe- 
boat beat the fingers. of an old lady desper- 
ately clinging te the side of the beat. Sbe 
begged to be saved, but was finally com- 
pelled to let go her hold, and was probably 


drowned.” 

A PASSENGER 
says there were between 400 and 500 passen- 
gers on board; that all the berths and state- 
rooms were engaged; that there must have 
been a great many lives lost. He adds:

First-Pilot W. N. Pelton, of the Cuy of 
New York. said it was half an hour after the 
collision before his boat arrived, The fog 
was very heavy, but the glare of the burning 
steamer could be seen through it. 

The Stonington, on discovering the prox- 
imity of the Narragansett, to stop, 
but the latter did not appear to wer to the 
signal, and a few moments aferward the 
crash came.

Life- 
boats were hurriedly lowered from both 
steamers and filled with the now frantic 
passengers.

A GREAT MANY JUMPED OVERBOARD 
and were not seen again. The Narragansett 
was soon wrapped in flames, and the Ston- 
ington left ber side laden with about two- 
thirds of the Narragansett’s passengers. 
There was tno discipline apparent on the 
Narragansett after the disaster, while the 
offieers and crew of the Stonington are 
praiged for their courage and bravery. The 
Captain of the Stonington soon learned that 
his. boat was making water, and the forward 
cargo was thrown Overboard to lighten the 
vessel and a sail placed under the bow. The 
first two boats to leave the Narragansett 
contained only men, principally foreigners. 
The third boat contained women and chil- 
dren. A child, taken from the arms of its 
mother, who died on the Stonington ufter 
being rescued, was saved. Mrs. K. M. Soule, 
of Boston, was heard to say to her child: 
„Nellie, if I jump will you follow me?” to 
which the child replied: “I will, mamma.” 
Both were saved. 

Charlie Clare, a boy, was placed on a raft 
by his father and saved, but the father was 
drowned. None of the Narragansett’s books 
or papers were saved, but her Captain esti- 
mates the number of passengers leaving New 
York at 300, 

MES. FREDERICK A. STILLSON, 

of Atlanta, Ga., awakened by the noise, ran 
to her brother-in-law’s stateroom and called 
tohim. When they went back into the sa- 
loon where her two little children were 
asleep, the smoke was so stifling they could 
not go in and save them. A moment after- 
ward the flames prevented all possibility of 
saving the children. Mrs. Stillson lost sight 
of her brother-in-law in the struggle for life, 
but both were saved. 

Edward Mulholland and wife lost their 
only child, a boy 2 years old. 

ONE OF THE SADDEST EVENTS 
connected with the horrible calamity is the 
case of Mrs. A. P. Dix, of Brooklyn, wife of 
a broker of the firm of Dix & Phyfe. Mrs. 
Dix was on the Narragansett with her three 
children and nurse. All are lost but Mrs. 
Dix herself. They were all helped into a 
life-boat. Men tried to lower the boat. The 
water poured in and capsized it. When the 
life-boat righted again some of the women 
were Carried away and the men ababdoned 
the boat. Mrs. Dix, her nutse, baby, little 
boy and girl clung to the boat, but the boat 
was turned oyer in the same way three times, 
and Mrs. Dix saw her baby. 
her nurse, and her little boy and 
Kiri washed away. Her diamond rings are 
embedded in swollen flesh, the skin having 
been torn off her fingers, hands, and wrists 
by the boat's sides and the ropes to which she 
had clung for life.

No 
other ladies got in. A lady and her baby, 
not more than 8 months old, were left 
behind on the deck.

The Third Wara Republican Club held a 
large and enthusiastic meeting yesterday 
evening in their hall on Twenty-second 
street, Mr. D. L. Shorey, President of the 
organization, in the chair. 

In his opening remarks the Chair stated 
that the meeting had been called to give the 
Club an opportunity of ratifying the work 
of the Republican National Convention, 
which had just nominated Gen. James A.

All 
places of business Were closed, and the citizens 
expressed a determination to protect persons 
willing: to work at all hazards, and to make it 
exceedingly interesting for those who have so 
long defied the law. In the afternoon Mooney, 
the leader of the strikers, was arrested by the 
Sheriff, and no resistance was offered. Fears of

THE Illinois Supreme Court rendered a de- 
cision yesterday in the case of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad vs. The People, being an appeaj 
case from the Dougias County Court, which held 
that the State Legislature had a right to pass 
laws to prevent extortionate passenger and 
freight rates, and sustaining the Railroad act 
of 1873.

Tur long lull in disasters to human life is 
at last broken by an appalling catastrophe on 
Long Island Sound. The two large and clegant 
Sound steamers, the Stonington and Narragan- 
sett, crowded with passengers en route for their 
summer enjorments, collided off the OConnecti- 
cut River, the former striking the latter amid- 
ships. Fire added its horrors to the scene, and 
the Narragansett soon sank. She had 300 passen- 
gers on board, who rushed from their berths on 
deck and nung themselves overboard to escape 
thefire. The Stonington's life- boats were low- 
ered, but, as usual, only after long delay. The 
steamers New York and Providence also came 
to the rescue and lowered their boats. It is 
khown that some 200 were picked up. ahd it is 
hoped that others may have been saved, but at 
the present writing it would seem. that 
tearly a hundred lives have been lost. 
The weather was very thick when the 
collision occurred, and there was no 
intimation of the catastrophe until one boat 
had struck the other. At present writing it 
does not seem that any one was to blame: but 
this dees not lessen the horror of the occurr?nce.

A HORRIBLE tragedy took place one day 
last week about eleven miles east of Indianapo- 
lia, the victims being John Williams, a colored 
farmer, and his wife. Williams was killed, but 
the wife still lives, though lu a precarious and 
unconscious state. The circumstances con- 
nected with the outrage hardly give a clew as 
to the perpetrators. The woman was first dis- 
covered in her cabin bleeding from several dan- 
gerous wounds and bruises, and from the an- 
swers given to questions addressed to her it was 
thought her husband had committed the 
deed; but the discovery of Williams’ dead body 
about a mile from the house with the head 
crushed in a shapeless mass, and in such a way 
that suicide was out of the question, dispelled 
this idea. Some trouble existed between the 
unfortunate couple and a colored neighbor 
named McClure, and suspicion points to Me- 
Clure’s son as thé murderer. 


A REFORM IN POLITICAL CAMPAIGNING. 

It is probable that Gen. Garfield’s speech 
in which he presented the name of Secretary 
Sherman to the Chicago Convention will pass 
into the permanent political literature of this 
country. It was the effort of a calm and dis- 
interested statesman, appealing to the better 
judgment of men who seemed to be carried 
away by the enthusiasm of the moment. It 
may be regarded as prophetic in view of the 
Convention's ultimate choice. It should be 
accepted as an outline of the campaign which 
Gen. Garfield would have made in behalf of 
his friend, and it should be followed in the 
same spirit by his own friends in making a 
campaign for him. Perhaps the most mem- 
orable passage in that speech is the follow- 
ing 2 


Not here, in this brilliant circle where 15,000 
men and women are assembled, is the destiny of 
the Republie to be decreed. Not here, where |

t. the ho t uture, an e kno 
of the —— who have adorned and blessed 
our Nation lu days gone by,—there God pre- 
res the verdict that shall determine the wis- 
om of our work to-night. Not in Chicago, in 
the heat of June, but in the sober quiet that 
comes between now and November, in the 
silence of deliberate judgment, will this great 
question be setijed. 

Now thaf the heat of excitement in the 
Convention has been chauged into the caloric 
of the atmosphere which cannot be escaped, 
political excitants should be avoided and the 
people should be encouraged by newspapers 
and leaders to make the campaign with cool, 
sober deliberation becoming the choice of 4 
Chief Magistrate by a great Republic. It 
will bea blessing to this country scarcely 
second to the election of Gen. Garfield if that 
election can be brought about without a cam- 
paign of slander and a tournament of noise. 
The Republican candidate is a publicist of 
just the character to appeal to the unimpas- 
sioned judgment of a people who seek to 
place the Government in charge of a 
safe man. He has never been identified with 
the managing and intriguing politicians. He 
has never aspired to boss“ any State or 
National Convention, nor to whip in any un- 
willing constituency to his dictahon. He 
has been and is a student,—a student in 
politics, in literature, in religion, in science, 
and in sociology. It has been his life-long 
habit to retire to his family and to his closet 
when his public duties had been discharged. 
His public speeches have always contributed 
valuable information to any subject under dis- 
cussion, and they have been singularly and 
without exception free from personal reflec- 
tions upon his opponents. He has never sought 
for unworthy motives among those who dif- 
fered with him. He has been as charitable 
towards others as Ne has been frank and open 
in his own, views and utterances. Such a 
man ought to inspire even his opponents 
with an ambition to treat him fairly, and to 
beat him, if they can, on the principles he 
advocates, and not by slander and abuse. 

It seems to be assumed that a nomination 
for any office, but especially for the highest 
office in the land, is sufficient provocation 
and sufficient excuse for leveling at the 
nominee alk the offensive epithets of political 
slang, and for charging upon him all the 
iniquities that are possible to a public career. 
On the day after Gen. Garfield’s nomination 
the New York Graphic, an independent 
paper, forecast in the following words the 
probable repetition of the usual vituperation 
of partisan opposition: 

Mr. Garfield will, of course, from this time 
until November be a target at which will be 
aimed innumerable shafts. He will be assailed 
for offenses of which he is innocent; he will be 
aecused of crimes of which he knows nothing; 
he will be denounced as one not only not fit to 
govern, bit not fit to live. But this torrent of 
vilification, which has already begun to flow, 
will be of nowvail. Mr. Garfield is a pure man; 
an excellent patriot; a sagacious statesman; a 
* man of affairs, and one who, like Abra- 

am Lincoln, owes his present commanding 

ition to his own unaided efforts. The canal 
y of Ohio will be as popular as the rail-splitter 


of Illinois, and will probably make as good a 
President. 


But what sense or reason is there in this 
sort of campaigning, after all? There is not 
an intelligent Demecrat in the country who 
will not candidly admit to himself the belief 
that Gen. Garfield is as pure a man as there 
is to-day in public life. He has always shown 
himself responsive to public sentiment, and 
the intimation that he has at any time made a 
mistake has always been followed by a readi- 
ness to look the matter squarely in the face 
and rectify any error that he could be shown 
to have made. Ina public career of twenty 
years he has remained a poor man. His 
plain tastes, studious habits, and unpre- 
tentious family surroundings have aided 
him in the avoidance of all intrigue for 
money or place which he has been naturally 
inclined to avoid. Following immediately 
upon his unexpected nomination for the high 
office of President, he returned to the obscure 
College where he had once been an in- 
structor, took part in its Commence- 
ment exercises, and conducted himself 
as unconstrainedly, joyously, and boyishly 
as if presiding at the Alumni meeting 
were the most distinguished honor he had 
ever enjoyed or ever expected to enjoy. 
There has been and is no harm in such a 
man, and the dignity of the position for 
which he is a candidute at the solicitation of 
his party, and not by his own efforts, ought 
to protect him against vilification and abuse. 

The tendeney of the newspaper press and 
politicians to run into slander during a Nw 
tional campaign has been well illustrated in 
this city by the Chicago Times. That journal, 
boasting of independence, started out by 
deprecating such a campaign in the follow- 
ing language: 

There are some indications of a disposition 
among the 1 — — of Mr. Garfleld tö make 
the pending Presidential contest a campaign of 
mud-throwimg. It is a confession of the weak- 
ness of a cause, or the lack of a cause, when 
the disputants on either de descend to the low 
practice of hurimg personal epithets and ac- 
cusations against their adversary. The Times 
earnestly de es such conduct. It is adegra- 
dation of journalism, disgraceful to journals 
and writers that e init. [tis a belittling 
of the p r dignity of politics and politicians. 
It is a mark of ignorance, low Dreeding. and 
lack of respectable intellectual endowments. 
There is no reason in an epithet; no argument 
in an assault upon personal character; no sense 
in any sort of dirt-throwing. It is time that 
Americans in the vocation of political 

to'reform this bad habit of 


di 

The above paragraph was timely and in the 
proper spirit. But the very Democratic 
journal which printed these words followed 
them up by rehashing the one or two ex- 
ploded charges that were brought against 
Gen. Garfield years ago, and presenting 
them to its readers ina shape which concealed 
the fact that no substance was found tn them 
upon mature investigation. There was an 


the consideration and decency which his 
long public career and clean record should 
assure to him, but the force of habit was so 
strong that the old and disgusting methods 
of misrepresentation and slander were re- 
vived for partisan and sensational purposes. 

Gen. Garfield will live and triumph over 
all the abuse that may be poured out upon 
him. There 1s no public manin America 
better prepared to stand in that fierce light 
that beats against the throne,” to whith he 
referred in his speech advocating another’s 
claims. His election or his defeat wfil be 
governed by conditions entirely independent 
of personal injustice. But it would be a 
boon to the public, an encouragement to 
official honesty, and a sign of progress among 
the American people, if the fishwife style 
of campaigning were abandoned.

THE SALOON-LICENSE LAW. 

A petition numerously signed by most re- 
spectable citizens of Chicago was presented 
to the City Council on Friday night asking 
that the rate of saloon licenses be increased 
to $500 a year. Of course nothing will come 
of that petition. The request is unreason- 
able, and one which, even if granted by the 
Council, would fail in the execution. Nolaw 
can be enforced whichis not sustained by 
the prevailing sentiment of the community 
in which it is enacted, It is impossible to 
execute a law against which public opinion 
protests. 

If the petitioners had taken a more prac- 
tical view of the case they would find less 
objection in the way of having the License law 
amended. There are two classes of saloons 
in this city. (1) Those which sell beer and 
wine exclusively; and (2) those which sell 
alcholic beverages almostexclusively. All of 
these may under their present licenses sell 
both kinds of liquor. There js a wide differ- 
ence between the two classes of saloons, 
especially as to the effect upon consumers of 
the beverages they purchase. The quality of 
the article known as beer is generally 
good; the materials are pure, and the 
beer produced, if not used in excess, is 
as harmless as anything that has ever 
been invented as a popular beverage. 
It is so generally regarded in this 
light that its use in families and by peo- 
ple in delicate health has become almost 
universal. Its use as a substitute for alco- 
holic drinks is in the direction of temperance 
by the avoidance of intoxication. Drunken- 
ness, as a general thing, is the result of using 
alcohol: it rarely follows the exclusive use 


of beer. On the other hand, the use of alco- 


hol leads to intoxication, with all its result- 
ing evils to body and mind and to the destruc- 
tion of health and fitness for business. To 
the extent that men are influenced to abandon 
the use of spirits by the substitution of beer, 
a great reform is accomplished. We are not 
advocating the use of beer by any one, but 
as a substitute for alcohol the use of beer 
ought to be encouraged by every man and 
every friend of temperance reform. 

The sale and use of alcoholic drinks are the 
more injurious to personal health because 
of the villainots compounds which are sold 
under the names of whisky, brandy, and 
other forms of spirits. The poisons thus 
sold must inevitably prove destructive to 
those who consume them. Hence, from a 
moral and social point of view, there is a 
wide difference between the beer and the 
whisky saloon. In some of these saloons 
men can, by paying a large price therefor, 
obtaln pure spirits, but when spirits are sold 
(as they mostly are) to men of small means, 
and who prefer quantity to quality, the 
decoctions are most infamous. 

Now, if this most respectable body of peti- 
tioners had asked the Council to discriminate 
between the sale of beer and the sale of spir- 
its, and had asked the Council to fix the rate 
of license for a saloon for the sale of beer 
exclusively at the present rate of $523 per 
year, and the rate of license for the sale of 
spirituous liquors at twice that amount, the 
probability is that such a measure would re- 
ceive the hearty support of the community 
generally, and also of a majority of the Sa- 
loonkeepers themselves. Such a law could 
be enforced without difficulty. All the sa- 
loons whose principal business is the sale of 
beer would abandon the sale of all forms of 
alcoholic drinks, and to that extent the sale 
of such spirits would be abated and the evil 
proportionally reduced. The increase of the 
rate of license on salooas authorized to sell 
spirituous liquors would not be objected to, 
but would be approved by one-fourth, at 
least, of the saloons of that class; it would 
be objected to but complied with by another 
fourth; and the rest, especially the low dog- 
geries, where the foulest poisons are sold, 
would be driven out of the business, or, at- 
tempting to defeat or avoid the law, would 
be closed by the law. 

The attempt to levy a tax of $500 on each 
saloon would excite a controversy, would 
meet with determined opposition, would 
lead to political combination, and, being op- 
posed by the prevailing public opinion, any 
Council that should pass it would be swept 
out of office at the first succeeding election. 
On this point the experience of the past 
ought to be a useful and instructive lesson 
for the present and for the future. 

The City Council is composed of repre 
sentatives of their constituents. The repre- 
sentative cannot rise above his constituents. 
The people of Chicago are not in favor of a 
prohibitory liquor law, norin favor of a li- 
cense tax that would amount to prohibition, 
though they arein favor of such wise, tem- 
perate, and rational regulation of the traffic 
as would divest it of much of the abuses and 
evils which attend it. Such an ordinance as 
we have suggested, recognizing the wide dis- 
tinction between the shops for the exclusive 
sale of beerand those for the sale of all 
liquors, would be sustained by public opin- 
ion, and could be efficiently enforced. 


CHICAGO AS A OONVENTION CITY. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat continues 
to be much exercised over the amount of 
noise in the Chicago Convention, and seeks 
some consolation for the defeat of its favorit 
by the misstatement that the “ anti-Grant 
managers took pains to fill the Exposition 
Building with people unfriendly to the can- 
didacy of Gen, Grant.” The fact is, that the 
Grant men chiefly were responsible for the 
rivalry of noise by startingit. They put the 
Biaine men upon their mettie, and lost at 
their own game. Among those who were 
conspicuous in leading the Grant yell was 
Mr. Jo B. McCullagh, the putative editor of 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, who got upon 
a chair or table where the newspaper-men 
were located and yelled as loudly and waved 
his handkerchief and hat as long as Conkling 
gave him any encouragement to doso. There 
was certainly not much sense in the ob- 
streperous part of the Chicago Oonven tion. 
but the notorious fact is, Grant partisans 
were more responsible for it than were the 
antis. 

Itis manifest folly to charge upon the 
Chicago people responsibility for any of the 
noise and confusion in the Convention which 
was occasioned by tne galleries. The method 
adopted for distributing tickets discrimi- 
nated directly against Chicago people. After 
a small proportion of admissions had been 
allotted to the Exposition Company, which 
furnished the building, and to the citizens 
who assumed the loval expenses of the Con- 
vention, amounting to about $25,000, the seats 
were distributed pro rata among the Na- 
tional Committee and the delegates from 
all parts of the country, and, 500 seats to

only six district delegates in the Convention 
from Chicago, and these gentlemen had just 
forty-two tickets in all. The great bulk of 
the crowd in the galleries was composed of 
visitors from all parts. Aside from the 
small proportion named, Chicago people se- 
cured admission only by purchasing tickets 
from outside delegates, who sought to cover 
their expenses and do a good stroke of busi- 
ness by this means. Of- the 10,000 auditors 
there never were 1,500 citizens of Chicago 
in the building at one time.” 

Mack is very much mistaken when 
he says that no moré Conventions 
will be held in Chicago. On the con- 
trary, the experience of the late Republic- 
an Convention will probably indace the man- 
agers of all parties henceforth to locate their 
monster gatherings in this city. There is no 
other place in the United States where a six 
days’ convention of so exciting a character 
could be held at this season of the year with 
so much comfort for all engaged in it. Chi- 
cago’s central location, its enormous railway 
facilities, ite ample hotel accommodations, 
Its con weather, its manifold outside at- 
tractiona, and the liveiy, vivacious American 
spirit of its people, make it the Convention 
City par excellence. The Democrats who 
meet in Cincinnati next week will bemoan 
their fate that they were not sent to Chicago, 
and will find comfort only in the reflection 
that they would be worse off at St. Louis. 
Chicago Conventions are always successes, 
as Garficld’s nomination will prove again. 
St. Louis Conventions are uniformly fizzles. 
Tilden was nominated there. Even the 
Greenbackers succumbed to the soporific in- 
fluences of St. Louis, and had to transfer 
their Convention to Chicago in order to gain 
some new life. Chicago will always be the 
great Convention City,—a fact which is more 
of a blessing to those who take part in con- 
ventions than it is to Chicago or Chicago 


people.

MARRYING A DECEASED WIFE'S SISTER. 

One of the questions to be acted on by the 
new Parliament of England is that of legal- 
izing marriages between widowers and the 
sisters of their decease wives. This is an 
old question,—one that has been discussed 
and agitated in England for centuries. It 
has been presented to Parliament every year 
for many years, and thongh bills repealing 
the disability have passed the House of Com- 
mons several times they have been objected 
to and defeated In the House of Lords. 
Strange to say, the only class of persons in 
England objecting to the legalization of such 
marriages is a faction in the Established 
Church. All other Churches favor the bill, 
as outside of Great Britain and Ireland such 
marriages are sanctioned by the laws and by 
the Churches of all other nations in Europe. 
The repeal of this prohibition of marriage 
with a deceased wife’s sister has of late years 
become an important matter in a social as 
well as legal sense in England. Thus the 
English law recognizes the validity of mar- 
riages contracted in foreign countries in all 
cases where such marriages were legal un- 
der the law of the land where they took 
place. The consequence is that versons of 
means, desiring to contract a marriage of 
that kind, go over to the Continent and are 
married, and their marriages are recognized 
as legal in England, while the same mar- 
riages, if contracted in England, would be 
declared illegal and incestuous. But the

mother. In time the man wishes to marry 
her, but the law forbids this as a sin and a 
crime, and the result is that the parties live 
together as man and wife without being 
married at all. Every village and town 
in England has cases of this kind, 
the men and women living together with 
families growing around them, and who 
would willingly be married if the law did 
not prohibit that relation. Public opinion, 
however, is in advance of the law; and per- 
sons thus situated are recognized among 
their neighbors as living moral and discreet 
lives in spite of the ban placed upon them by 
the law. The legal disability, however, 
exists; these children are in law illegitimate, 
though their number is annually increasing. 
The disability of such marriages exists no- 
where outside of England, and there it is 
considered a hardship needlesly inflicted 
upon an honest and decorous class of people. 

The prejudice which insists on maintain- 
ing this disability is deeply rooted in the 
Established Church, of which body the great 
majority of the House of Lords is composed. 
They fear that in the surrender of this pro- 
hibiuon will be surrendered some special 
principle on which the doctrine or history of 
that Church rests, and no Church ever sur- 
renders anything, especially a prejudice of 
long standing, until compelled to do so. The 
Presbyterians, Methodists, and all others 
rated in England as “ Dissenters,” and the 
Roman Catholics make no objection to the 
removal of the legal prohibition of such 
marriages. Even a large body of the Episco- 
palians have asked its repeal. Among the 
eminent men in England who have at various 
times asked the passage of a law legalizing 
such marriages and legitimizing their chil- 
dren are churchmen of all creeds. Here is 
some of the testimony. The Prince of 
Wales, addressing the House of Lords, said:

John Bright also advocated the bill: 

He had heard this — discussed many 
times in the Society of Women. - women of culti- 
vation and admirable in their lives,—and he 
must g ey that he never heard in that — 
any of those fearful vatlotnations which he 
heard from n aide of the House. 
He held that personal freedom should be the 

rule in these cases. Men and women were 
hemselves the best judges, on the whole, of 
matrimonial contracts they should make. 0 
asked the House to support the bill on grounds 
of common justice, as between the class 
and the poor. He asked the House by an em- 
phatic vote to affirm the principle—for this was 
all he asked—of liberty for the men 
and women of this country in the chief concern 
of their lives, as against a law in respect of 
which there was no pretense that it had a foun- 
dation in Nature or received a sanction from 
revelation. 

A lady, the Countess of Charlemont, dis- 
cussing the bill from a womau's standpoint, 


said: 

There is one argument, and Lady Charlemont 
considers it a strong one, in favor of such mar- 
riages, which is. now the foolish nents 
thereof say that a woman would never feel safe 
iu admitting her sister to her house as a resident 
if after the wife's death a marriage between the 
widower and the sister were possible. This is 
sheer folly. Why, such a degrading idea would 
prevent a woman having a cousin—often dear 
as a sister—or a friend to stay with her. Now, if 
a kind girl goes to nurse and comfort her dead 
sister's children—for whom she must have a 
natural affection—old shake their heads 
and maligno ber, though, as the law stands (not, 
we hope, for long) she is in her brother's house. 
Who would cherish the motheriess things lik 
her? A stranger? Well the kind aunt woul 
be thrust aside for some giddy giri, who wou 
have no love for them, perhaps even a feeling 
of repulsion. 

In this country there has never been any 
controversy on the subject. No one has ever 


argued here that the sentence from Leviticus 


could be tortured into a prohibition of such 


marriages. The utmost freedon has been al- 
lowed in such matters, and no social or re- 
ligious objection has ever been raised. In 
England, however, it is considered as involv- 
ing a deep principle of revealed tew and of 
Christian morality, and after a centtry of 
active discussion the advocates of personal 
freedom in the matter have been unable to 
overcome the deep-rooted prejudice that con- 
trols the ruling power in the English Church,

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THE ENGLISH BURIALS BILL. 

The advent of the Liberal party in England 
to power is already signalized by the agita- 
tion of the Burials bili in Parllament, intro- 
duced by the Lord Chancellor hhnself, Lord 
Selburne. The Liberals are making a strong 
assault upon that antiquated and bigoted 
practice which forbids any service but that 
of the Church within thechurchyards. Year 
after year this assault has been made only to 


insures its passage, and religious caste will 


de banished from the graveyard and all the 


dead willseleep on terms of equality, so far as 
man’s puny efforts can secure it. The dead 
would probably rest just as well with or 


crated ground, and they in the Potter’s Field 
are just as comfortable as they in marble 
mausoleums. But some regard should be 
paid to the feelings of the living who do not 
belong to the Church of England who belleve 
there may be entrance into Heaven without 
its indorsement and who think that St. Peter 
will not demand of the newly-fledged soul at 
the gate that it shall present a Tory certificate 
of burial as a condition of admission. 

The Buriais bill establishes absolute free 
trade in burials, and extends to cemeteries as 
well as churchyards. The gates of the long 
home are thrown wide Open, and the dead 
Dissenter enjoys equal privilege with the 
dead Churchman. There may be church 
service, or non-church service, or no service 
at all, whether ground be consecrated or un- 
consécrated. The relatives of the deceased 
may employ any person they please to read 
the funeral service, provided it be Christian 
and orderly and the service is not di- 
rected against some other form of service. 
It furthermore allows the established minis- 
ter to vary his own forms to suit particular 
cases. For instance, if a Dissenter or a per- 
son not a member of the Church, should ap 
ply to an established minister to pronounce 
service over a friend who was not in the odor 
of sanctity, the clergyman Can arrange a 
form suitable to such an unfortunate person. 
As the Spectator says: “The bill makes a 
great step in the direction of liberty 
on two distinct sides. By enabling 
the friends of the deceased to dispense with 
the services of the official clergyman, if they 
choose, it renders it possible, without any 
injustice, to enable the official clergyman to 
dispense with ferms which he thinks in- 
appropriate, if they do not so choose. Thus 
it sets him free from any duty he regards as 
oppressive to his own conscience in the case 
of those Dissenters or Church people who 
think fit to require him to perform the duty 
nevertheless.” 

The organs of the union of Church and 
State are discussing the question with great 
bitterness, and with no love or charity for 
Dissenters, who from their standpoint ought 
to be satisfied if they receive burial on the 
highway or at the crossroads. The Saturday 
Review sneers at almost every feature of the 
bill, and declares that its triumph would ve 
a triumph of the anti-Church section of the 
dominant party, and that the Dissenters 
might claim te occupy a part of the 
churches with just as much propriety as 
a part of the graveyards. To Ameri- 
cans such a discussion is almost incompre- 
hensible. It shows a tenacity of sectarian 
intolerance and narrow-minded bigotry that 
has never been witnessed in this country, 
and never can be. There have not been 
wanting displays of bigotry in our own 
country, but they are usually individual in 
tneir manifestation, and pertain to the living. 
They may be found sometimes in the home 
and in the church, but they stop short of the 
graveyard. The dead of all sects rest pedce- 
ably side by side. Even Mr. Ingersoll, at 
war with all sects and denying God Himseif, 
has the satisfaction of knowing that he may 
sleep by the side of the most devout Chris- 
tian in any Protestant graveyard. Such a 
question of posthumous ostracism could not 
stand in this country an hour. The Ameri- 
can sense of liberty and equality would never 
allow prejudice to invade the churchyard or 
disturb the dead. It shows the 
stupidity, and folly of the union of Church 
and State, and if, as the Tories claim, this is 
the first step towards t by 
the Liberals, the people of this country will 
hope for the speedy passage of the bill, and 
for further steps in the same direction.

Senator CONKLING, in his speech pre- 
genting the name of Gen. Grant for a third term 
tothe Chicago Convention, sneered at the inde- 

nt scratchers who vote as they please as 
“tramps, jayhawkers, and guerrtllas—men who 
deploy between the lines, and forage now on the 
one side, and then on the other.”

RAILROAD EXTORTIONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., June 12.—The opinion 
of the IIlinois Supreme Court in the case of 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company vs. 
The People, etc., an appeal from Douglas 
County, was filed to-day in the office of the 
Clerk of the Central Grand Division. The 
judgment of the Circuit Court is affirmed, 
and the constitutional power of the General 
Assembly to pass the law of 1873 to prevent 
railroad extortions and unjust discrimina- 
tions is sustained, but the opinion is meagre 
and unsatisfactory, and the action of 
the Court will undoubtedly cause spec- 
ulation. This case was an agreed 
ene, and has been pending for 
vears. The Court has been slow to decide it, 


Commissioners have frequently referred, and 
when at last the Court was compelled to dis- 
pose of the case the decision was made in 
favor of the people aginst the railroad com- 
pany, and the case was put into the’ hands of 
Justice Dickey, who objectedjto the decisions 
to write the opinion. The Justice has done 
his work in a very peculiar manner, and has, 
in fact, failed to construe the law 
of 1873 or any of its perplexing 
features. The law provides that 
a schedule of reasonable maximum rates 
shall be prepared by the Railroad Commis- 
sioners for each of the railroads in the State, 
and that such schedules shall be prima facie 
evidence in gur eourts that the rates fixed are 
reasonable, but the Supreme Court has failed 
to constrie Sec. 8 and determine to what ex- 
tent yor spe companies of the State are 
bound by the rates fixed Dy the Board. Judge 
Digkey writes against his convictions, and 
writes like a man anxious to give as 
Jittle information as possible. “Iam di-

THE ELECTORAL COUNT. 
YESTERDAY’S DEBATE IN THE NOUSE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chisago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 12.—The session 
of the House was taken up to-day in a de- 
bate on the Morgan joint rule to regulate the 
counting of the Electoral vote. A number 
of gentlemen spoke on each side, but the ar- 
guments are familiar to all acquainted with 
the proceedings during the Electoral count 
three years ago. Mr. Hunton, un the Demo- 
oratie. and Mr. Browne on the Republican 
side, made the most noticeable speeches. 
Hunton argued that the power to count the 
Electoral vote has resided in the two 
Houses of Congress and has never 
been exercised by any other power 
since the election ot Washington, 
when John Langdon opened and counted the 
Electoral vote. He held that the Constitu- 
tion makes a clear distinction between the 
acts of opening and counting the votes. 
The first is the function of the President of 
the Senate: the second that of Congress. Mr. 
Browne said he considered a joint rule of this 
character an invasion of the rights of the 
States. Aw Elector is a State officer, and is 
appointea to discharge a State function. Any 
interference with such function by Congress 
is a plain violation of the Constitution of the 
Uaited States. The votes are 

* SIMPLY TO BE OPENED 
and counted, and the officer to whom this 
duty is assigned is the President of the Sen- 
ate. If it is a dangerous power to confer 
upon one man, as the Democrats claim, how 
much more dangerous to confer it upon Con- 
gress, which is amenable to no one. It can- 
not be arraigned for an offense against the 
Constitution and the laws, while the Vice- 


President is an impeachable officer. The 
Republicans will not allow a vote to be

COMMISSIONER RAUM. 
HIS REMOVAL CONTEMPLATED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribute 
Wasurneoron, D. C., June 12.—An evening 
paper in this city publishes a paragraph to 
the effect that Commissioner Raum is to be 
removed by the President because the former, 
at Springfield and Chicago, pending the re- 
cent Convention, viviated the Civil-Service 
rules, which are supposed to prohibit Fed- 
eral officeholders from taking any part 
in a political canvas or campaign, 
and particularly because the Commis- 
sioner has - committed this breach of 
the rules, after repeated warnings.”’ Com- 
missioner Raum said that he knew nothing 
whatever about the rumor. The paragraph 
in question Was the first and only notifica- 
tion. He did not, however, believe the Pres- 
ident intended anything of the kind, as he 
had not used his office to further the political 
interests of anybody. He had not used the 
patronage of his office to the extent, even, of 
having canvassed with any one in his office 
about the matter. 
MR, RAUM WAS EMPHATIC 
in his denial that he had repeated warnings 
not to take part in the Convention. HePhad 
had no warning whatever.. On his return 
from Chieago, he had fully explained to 
Secretary Sherman the circumstances at- 
tending his participation in the Convention. 
It is understood that Mr. Raum will make no 
fight to retain his position in case Secretary 
Sherman insists on his resignation. The 
office he holds is one of great responsibility, 
and he could not undertake its management 
under a hostile administration. With 
a force of 3,000 men, and with 
a responsibility for the collection of 
$125,000,000 of revenue, the task would be 
too great an undertaking: but while Gen. 
Raum may not know that his removal has 
been contemplated on account of his viola- 
tion of Civil-Service rules, there are others 
in good position to know, who think that his 
removal is certain. One of these gentlemen, 
commenting on Gen. Raum's attitude at 
Springfield and at Chicago, said that the 
President ‘had been much embarrassed by 
the fact that Raum had presided at Spring- 
field, particularly in view of the attitude 
which the Administration had 
TAKEN TOWARDS CORNELL, 
who, while holding a Federal position, also 
presided at the State Convention. The same 
official said that Secretary Sherman was, of 
course, very much dissatisfied that Gen. 
Raum had taken such an active part in the 
Convention, and had worked ainst him- 
self, and this official intimated that it was 
by no means impossible that Gen. Raum 
would have to go. 
THE PENSION BILL. 
AN ANIMATED DEBATE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 
WasnHinerton, D. C., June 12.—There was 
a good beginning for a political fight in the 
Senate late this afternoon, but it amounted 
to little. The text was the Mexican Pensions 
bill, the measure so earnestly advocated by 
the late Gen. Shields, and which is now un- 
der the patronage of “Cerro Gordo” Will- 
iams. It was upon this measure that the 
Jeff Davis debate proceeded at the extra ses- 
sion. The present bill excludes Jeff Davis, 
inasmuch as it prevents persons under pollt- 
ical disabilities from being entitled to 
its provisions, but it repeals that 
section of the Revised Statutes which 
forbids the payments of pension to persons 
who served against the Union. The Mexican 
war soldiers were largely recruited from the 
South, and more of the beneficiaries of this 
bill will be found among the rar ks of the ex- 
rebels. Senator Ingalls moved to amend by 
including in its benefits all Union soldiers of 
the Rebellion. This irritated the Demo- 
cratic Senators, who were now compelled to 
put themselves on the record against pen- 
sioning Union soldiers before they could 
reach a vote of the main question, which in 
the debate was made to appear like an act to 
pension Rebels. 
ME. VOORHEES WAS VERY EMPHATIC 
in his denunciations, and went so far that 
Ingalls deemed his words insulting, and re- 
torted in kind.

THE LEADVILLE STRIKERS. 

DENVER, Colo., June 12.—To-day's Lead- 
ville advices state that at 10 o’clock this 
morning all the fire-bells tolled as a signal 
for closing al! places of business according to 
the agreement of yesterday. Ten companies 
of 100 men each, armed with Winchester 
rifles, formed, and this afternoon 1,500 citi- 
zens, two-thirds armed, paraded the streets.

A MYSTERIOUS DEED. 
Special Dispateh to The Chicago Tribune 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 12.—Y 
afterhoon the neighbors of John Williams, a 
colored farmer living near Lawrence, eleven 
miles east of this city, were notified by two 
negroes hailing from this city that Williams’ 
wife was lying in her cabin nearly killed. 
The alarm thus given led to an investigation 
which resulted in finding the woman 
stretched upon the floor with a number of 
dangerous wounds and her body covered 
with bruises. She was still conscious and 
able to mutter answers to questions in a 
somewhat incoherent manner. To the in- 
quiry, “Who did it?’ shereplied, “John,” 
her husband’s name. “Where were you 
when it occurred?” was next asked, and 
she answered, “In the clearing,” meaning a 
garden patch adjoining the house. These 
answers seem to point to her husband as the 
criminal, especially as it was known that 
they did not always get along well together, 
and that for several days Williams dad not 
been seen In the neighborhood. Other dis- 
coveries added to his guilt. A wood-cutter’s 
mattock, covered with blood, was found 
in the house, and half a mile away 
Williams’ horse lay with its throat 
eut, and near it a hat that was 
iden as belonging to the husband, 
of the mangled woman. But this morning 
such a theory was rudely dispelled by the 
discovery of Williams’ dead body in the 
woods adjoining where his horse and hat lay. 
Death had been inflicted by means of some 
blunt, rough instrument, probably a billet of 
wood, the head being crushed into a shape 
less nass. But nothing was found to afford 
the slightest clew to the murderers. No tracks 
or other marks were found, and nothing dis- 
covered with which the crime could have 
been committed. At this writing, therefore, 
the affair remains a great mystery. The 
woman was immediately taken to 
the hospital in this city, where she is lying 
in a semi-conscious condition, with little 


+ hopes of her recovery. The doctor reports 


the skull fractured in front and behind, and 
the left arm badly bruised, evidently re 
ceived in the attempt to ward off blows by 
the savage murderers. John Williams and 
wife were middle-aged people, without 
children, who first made thelr appearance in 
Lawrence tour or five years ago, when they 
cultivated a piece of rented from the 
father of James Thomas. They wandered to 
and from Indianapolis, spending the sum- 
mer in the country and winters in 
town until last winter, when Thomas em- 
ployed Williams to cut wood for him. When 
the job was completed Williams declined to 
leave the pl 8a he would remain, 
and, for a Bm live in, do such work as 
was required of him. In pursuance of this 
arrangement the cabin wherein Mrs. Will- 
iams was found was built for their accom- 
modation. Mrs. Williams was considered to 
be a white woman by those who knew her, 
but when char with it always in- 
sisted she was colored. n an 
interview this evening James Thomas 
stated that he knew nothing whatever of the 
affair; but that some time ago, just before a 
colored neighbor’s barn was burned, a step- 
son of the owner (Zeph MeCure) visited the 
Williams’ cabin, and, it is said, insultea Mrs. 
Williams. She informed her hus and 
together they ran him over the fields a mile 
and a half and then left the country. This 
was given with the intimation that possibly 
McCure had returned to be revenged upon 
the supposed burners of his father’s barn. 
Another suspicious feature is the fact that 


the two men who gave the alarm have not 
since been seen, nor is it known who they are. 
The discovery of{this horrible double murder 
by fiends who carried their bloody designs 
out nst even an unoffending horse 
crea the utmost excitement in the neigh- 
borhood, which is intensified by the mys 
terious circumstances surrounding it. It 1s 
not even known when the d ful ¢rime 
was committed, whether Wednesday or 
Thursday night, as the victims lived in a 
secluded spot, and days sometimes elapsed 
without their neighbors seeing them.

TECHNIC SCHOOL. 
THERE IS A FAIR PROSPFCT 
that, within a short period, there will be started 
in this city an institution which has long been 
needed, which will be called the Chicago Technic 
or Industrial School for Boys, where those of 
suitable age may receive primary instruction, 
with shop practice, in the use of the simpler 
wood and metal working tools, and in practical 
science, including mechanical and free-hand 


drawing. As everybody knows, the apprentice 
system, by means of which in former years 
boys learned carpentry, metal-workmg. and 
scores of other has been  practi- 
eally abolished. What with the restrictions 
thrown around apprenticeship 
13 and the changed 
of society generally, that way of learning 
trades has gone out of vogue, and there is just 
at this time no method by which a boy of me- 
chanical tastes and instincts can get thorough, 
bonest instruction at that trade at which he pro- 
to earn a living. 

The system which it is d to start here 
isone which, singularly enough, originated in 
Russia, and has graduaily worked its way west- 
ward until it has reached this country, where, 
in the Worcester Institute and the Stevens In- 
stitute at Hoboken and one or two other places, 
it has been successfully carried out for some 
* time. R 

he person who to start the Chic 

Industrial School 1 Er. S. J. Macfarren, of No. 
13 North State street, whose mind has long been 
turned to this subject. He has a workshop at 
the number given above, and has all the facili- 
ties, the tools, and the room for gi the prac- 
tical instruction which it is pro to com- 
municate to the boys who choose to avail them- 
selves of the advantages of the new school. It 
is proposed by him to mortgage his establish- 
ment,and thereby raise a fund which shall se- 
cure those who buy instruction tickets—half 
of the price for which is to be 
paid in advance—the return of their 
money in case of any possible failure. 
The intention is to start with two clesses of 
twenty each, the number which can at present 
de accommodated. It is not intended to ask as 
yet for any endowment. It has been decided to 
wait for that until the school is fairly estab- 
lished, and is on a sound, satisfactory footing. 
Mr. George Finney, a well-known gentleman, 
to be the trustee. The hours of teaching will 
not conflict with those necessary for public 
school studies, so that there need be no fear that 
the practical instruction of this school will in- 
terfere with the other teaching which the pupil 
may need. By this new system a boy who goes 
into this school is taught the use of tools just as 
systematically and as regularly as he would 
be taught botany or geometry from a text-book, 
and ne acquites in this way a thorou and a 
practical knowledge of the work to be done, and 
the tools with which to do it, that he can acquire 
anywhere else.

Ernest Renan was born fifty-seven years ago, 
and was destined by his parents for the priest- 
hood. It was while terminating his studies at 
the seminary of St. Salpice, in Paris, that he be- 
gan to entertain scruples as to the reality of his 
yoeation. He was already an excellent Hebrew 
scholar, and well versed in Aramuic and Arabic; 
while he had few rivals in his mastery of Greek 
and Latin. The Church of Rome considegs the

ISRAEL’S EXODUS. 


DR. BRUGSCH-BEY'S THIRTY ans EXPLORA- 
TION OF THE HOLY LAND. 


If the fact is properly considered that Dr. 
Brugselt-Bey (under the patronage of the 
Egyptian Government) spent thirty years in 
exploration and in the study of inscriptions, in 
conjunction with the eminent French savant, 


Mons. Mariette- Bey, the great importance and 
value of The True Story of the Exodus” will 
be fully appreciated. We ascertain from the 
volume that the most important fact established 
by their labors is the verification of the chrono- 
logical tables of Manetho, and the proof of the 
high antiquity of the Kingdom. This antiquity, 
beside which the origin of every other historic 
nation ts modern, is made clear by many inde- 
pen dent proofs, sometimes jarring against each 
other, but agreeing in general tendency. It 
was not considered advisable, owing to the 
extent and expensive character of Dr. Brugsch- 
Bey's work, to reprodue it entire, yet, to en- 
able the reader to understand the historic 
connection, the compiler has made a brief 
summa of leading events, and given an 
account dt the most eminent of the Pharaohs, 
while reference is made to the early races, to 
the Royal residences, and to the Hy ksos, under 
the last of whom Joseph was the favorit 
minister. Many persons might be indifferent to 
the history of Ramses the Great, unless they 
knew tht it was his daughter, the Princess 
Meri, who found the infant Moses; Aahmes 
would be a meantngicss name, unless we knew 
that he overthrew and seated himself on the 
throne of the Pharaoh, who had been the patron 
of Joseph; Mineptah would not be noticed, un- 
less we were told that he was the Pharaoh of 
the Exodus, upon whom the judgments of 
Heaven fell, and who was drowned with bis host 
in pursuing his slaves. It will be interesting, 
even to the firmest believer in the literal in- 
spiration of the Books of Moses, to know that 
although no reference whatever is made in 
Egyptian history in regard to the Hebrews and 
their miraculous escape from bondage, the 
Scripture narrative, when rightly interpreted, is 
found to accord known events and dates, and with 
the permanent facts of . Translators 
and commentators have darkened and perplexed 
the sacred record, and clerical chronologists 
have made havoc with arithmetic, and science, 
and history, in fixing the unknowable anno 
mundi asa point of reckoning, but in the new 
light shed upon the story of the Exodus by Dr. 
Brugsch- Bey it comes out with wonderful viv- 
idness. It will be seen, theref>re, that Mr. Un- 
derwood's compilation refers mainly to the set- 
tlement of the family of Jacob, aed their exo- 
dus us a people under Moses.

A GREAT MORAL TEST FOR FUTURE THEOLOGICAL 
STUDENTS.

Gloom sits enthroned in our Methodist col- 
leges and theological seminaries. It has always 
been the habit of Gloom to maintain a sitting 
position, just as it has been the habit of Sorrow 
to stalk and of Starvation to stare. In the pres- 
ent instance, Gloom has sat down in the locali- 
ties above mentioned in consequence of the con- 
duct of the recent Methodist Annual Conference. 
That body has decided by a vote of 126 to 83 that 
hereafter every candidate for the Methodist 
ministry shall be requested to pledge himself to 
abstain from the use of tobacco. This is a noti-’ 
fication to young Methodists who are preparing 
for the ministry that they must choose between 
the pulpit and the pipe. We need not wonder 
that in these circumstances they are filled with 
unspeakable wretchedness. 

From time immemorial the Methodist minister 
has been permitted to use tobacco to his heart's 
content. The itinerant preacher has often 
smoked his corn-cob pipe as a protest against 
the prim formalism of the Episcopalian clergy- 
man, who holds that pure Havana cigars are 
alone in keeping with the spirit of the rubric. 
The Methodist Bishop has found that a paper of 
fine-cut constitutes a link between him and the 
people; and it is said that the Western states- 
man, when temporarily destitute of tobacco, 
neyer applies to @ Methodist Bishop without 
having his opinion of Methodism greatly hight- 
ened by the hearty and generous manner with 
which his application is met. An identity of 
views as to tobacco nas frequently led to the es-

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THE JESUITS. 
LEGISLATION AGAINST THE ORDER IN FRANCE. 
Barper’s Weekly. 

The conflict of the Government of France with 
the Jesuits is likely to have far-reaching conse- 
quences. It affects the whole political situation, 
and may touch the stability of the Republic as 
now organized. It has already created a division 
between the moderate and the radical Repub- 
licans, and has put an end to the fusion of the 
Bonapartists with the Royalists. It has sub- 
jected the Republic to the charge of being at 
war with religion,—a charge which the present 
Ministers, like their predecegsors, indignantly 
resent. In a conflict with the Roman Catholic 
Church, as a Church, the Republic would cer- 
tainly incur defeat; for the French peasant re- 
spects his parish priest, though he may choose 
his own course in politics. The De Freycinet 
Ministry have, however, taken care to discrim- 
inate between the Jesuits and other teaching 
corporations, and notably the Christian Brothers, 
who havé under their care many of the younger 
children of the nation. The facts of the 
situation are briefly these: The Ferry bill, al- 
ready described in Harpers Weekly, was left as 
a legacy to the present Ministry by its predeces- 
sor, having already passed the Assembly. The 
bill restored to the State the sole right of con- 
ferring academic degrees, and contained the 
famous Art. VIL, which runs in these words: 


“No person beionging to an unauthorized re- 
ligious community is allowed to govern a public 
or private educawonal establishment, or to give
